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Continuation of 5. Applicant argues that Murakami does not disclose "detecting a frame that has gradation by using a detection 
method of determining whether or not a pixel of interest and pixels adjacent to the pixel of interest have a same hue and a difference 
between lightness and saturation having a predetermined value or less" (paper 16, page 4). However, Examiner maintains that the 
limitations of claim 1 and corresponding claims 9 and 17, as claimed, read on the disclosure of Murakami. As explained in the previous 
Office action (paper 15, page 3), Murakami discloses detecting a "frame area" by determining whether a given pixel and neighboring 
pixels have the same hue as a designated color and by determining whether the difference between lightness/saturation and the 
designated saturation/lightness is sufficiently small based on a predetermined value. 
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
